MR. COREY BORN IN ILLINOIS. 
Silas Corey was 
born in 
Rush 


county, Illinois, April 
23, 1S24, his 


parents being Reynolds 
and Elsie 


Corey, both members of old English 
families, and who had left 
Onelda 


county, N, Y., for Indiana in 1818. Al- 
though receiving a fair education and 
being of a studious 
disposition he 


learned the trade of millwright and 
carpenter, and in 1844 moved to Rock- 
ford. 111., where until 1848 he engaged 
in contracting and building. He went 
to Galena, 111., in 1849, and m the fall 
of 1862 came to Iowa and settled in 
Fort Dodge, taking up a farm on Holi- 
day creek, Pleasant Valley township, 
Webster county, where 
his nearest 


neighbor was ninety 
miles distant. 


There he operated the first perman- 
ent coal mine in Webster 
county. 


Later he purchased coal lands near 
Lehigh and worked them until 1896 
In 1893 he entered the 
real estate 


business. 


Mr. Corey not alone stands among 


the oldest living residents of this 


but 'also stands among 


the first as a business man and citi- 
zen. Although nearly SO years 
of 


age he is still possessed of good health 
and takes an active interest in busi- 
ness affairs. 


He was married to Louisa A. Watt 


at South Bend, Ind , Sept. 28, 1843 and 
since becoming interested in spiritual- 
ism his wife has been associated with 
him.

The first posts are said to have origj- 


*nated in the regular couriers estab- 
lished by Cyrus about 550 B. C., who 
erepted post houses throughout the 
kingdom of Persia. Augustus was the 
first to introduce this institation among 
the Romans, 31 B. C., and he was imi- 
tated by Charlemagne about 800 A. D. 
Louis XI. was the first sovereign to es- 
tablish post houses 111 FiYincf ow,ng to 
his eagerness for n-w<. .nul tb-1;, \\<re 
ilso the first institution ot this nature 
In Europe. This was in 1170. or about 
2,000 years after they were started in 
Persia. 


In England in the reign of Edward 


IV. (1481) riders on post horses went 
stages of the distance of twenty miles 
from each other in order to procure the 
king the earliest intelligence of the 
events that pas&ed in-the course of the 
war that had arisen with the Scots A 
proclamation was issued by Charles I. 
in 1631 that, "whereas to this time 
there hath been no certain intercourse 
between the kingdoms of England and 
Scotland, the king now commands his 
postmaster of England for foreign parts 
to settle a running post or two between 
Edinburgh and London to go thither 
and come back again in six days." 


Heltc^r Skelter. 


"Helter skelter" has been suggestive- 


ly defined as a jingling expression, 
vaguely imitating thp hurried clatter 
of feet rapidly and irregularly moved. 
Most dictionaries, however, led astray 
probably by the ordinary orthography, 
have missed the true etymology of this 
phrase. It should be "belter kelter." 


"Helter" is an old word for "hang," 


probably connected with halter, and 
"kelter" is used by old writers in the 
sense of "order" or the proper state. 
Thus Barrow, the divine, says, "If the 
organs of prayer be out of kelter how 
can we pray?" 


"Helter skelter," therefore, is literal- 


ly "hang order" and means, "Oh, hang 


i order; let us do it, or let it take its 


chance." Ben Jonson in "Every Man 
In His Humor" writes, "Helter skelter, 
hang sorrow, care'll kill a cat," and 
Shakespeare, using it to express rush 
and hurry, says, "Helter skelter have 
I rode to theo." 


Understood His Art. 


Baron von Steuben was the drillmas- 


ter of the Continental army at Valley 
Forge. At first the men in the ranks 
did not know the manual exercise; 
many of the officers knew little or noth- 
ing of maneuvering. One of the latter 
turned out for inspection in a dressing 
gown. "Himmel und erde!" cried the 
baron. "What kind of creature Is this?" 
Baron von Steuben was choleric and 
profane, but he understood his art. He 
swore at the ragged Continentals In 
both German and French, but he taught 
them the value of drill and discipline. 
When he had exhausted all the French 
and German oaths he knew he would 
roar to his aid, "Come here, Heir Haupt- 
mann, and help me curse these block- 
heads." 
But he ttlrned the nndisci- 


plined militia into well drilled troops. 
Never again was the enemy able to 
laugh at "Mr. Washington'! rotten reg- 
iments of ragamuffins."
